NOTE WITH REFERENCE TO PERSONAL SERVICE EXPENDITURE 
FIGURES 


It should be noted that the latest expenditure figures for per- 
sonal service shown in table I of this report are for the month of 
December 1953 and that they are compared with personal service 
expenditure figures for the month of November 1953, whereas the 
latest employment figures covered in this report are for the 
month of January 1954 and are compared with the month of 
December 1953. This lag in personal service expenditure figures 
is necessary in order that actual expenditures may be reported. 


(Figures in. the following report are compiled from siqned official 
personnel reports by the various agencies and departments of the Federal 
Government. Table I shows total personnel employed inside and outside 
continental United State 8, and pay, by agency. Tabli IT shows person- 
nel employed inside continental United States Table III shows 
personnel employed outside continental United States. Table IV give 8 
by age ney the industrial worke rs employed by the Fede ral Gove rnment. 
For purposes of comparison, figures for the previous month are shown in 
adjoining columns. Table VI is a separated jing on foreign nationals 


who are not counted in tables I, II, III, IV,

This further breakdown in tables IT, II, and IV does not 
include pay figures because payroll reports submitted to the com- 
mittee by some agencies are inadequate for this purpose. 


INSIDE CONTINENTAL UNITED STATES 
(See table II, p. 7 


Federal personnel within the United States decreased 9,304 from 
the December total of 2,181,085 to the January total of 2,171,781. 

Exclusive of the Department of Defense there was a decrease of 
3,762 from the December figure of 1,117,477 to the January figure of 
1,113,715. 

Total civilian employment within the United States for the Depart- 
ment of Defense for January was 1,058,066, a decrease of 5,542 from 
the December figure of 1,063,608. 

The Office of the Secretary of Defense decreased 16 from the Decem- 
ber figure of 1,778 to the January figure of 1,762. 

The Department of the Army civilian personnel within the United 
States decreased 4,047 from the December figure of 409,742 to the 
January figure of 405,695. 

The Department of the Air Force civilian personnel within the 
United States decreased 565 from the December figure of 253,085 to 
the January figure of 252,520. 

The Department of the Navy civilian personnel within the United 
States decreased 914 from the December figure of 399,003 to the 
January figure of 393,089. 


OUTSIDE CONTINENTAL UNITED STATES 
(See table IIT, p. 9) 


Outside continental United States Federal personnel increased 458 
from the December total of 176,209 to the January total of 176,667. 

A decrease of 602 was reported by the departments and agencies 
other than the Department of Defense, from the December figure of 
60,283 to the January figure of 59,681. 

Total civilian employment outside continental United States for 
the Department of Defense increased 1,060 from the December figure 
of 115,926 to the January figure of 116,986. 

The Office of the Secretary of Defense reported 56 in overseas 
civilian employment. 

The Department of the Army reported an increase of 386 in over- 
seas civilian employment from the December figure of 49,647 to the 
January figure of 50,033. 

The Department of the Air Force reported an increase of 559 in 
overseas civilian employment from the December figure of 35,834 to 
the January figure of 36,393. 

The Department of the Navy reported an increase of 115 in overseas 
civilian employment from the December figure of 30,389 to the 
January figure of 30,504. 
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INDUSTRIAL EMPLOYMENT 
See table IV, p. 10 


Total industrial employment during the month of January 1954 
decreased 3,391 from the December total of 703,059 to the January 
total of 699,668. 

Industrial employment in the departments and agencies other than 
the Department of Defense decreased 143 from the December figure 
of 25,344 to the January figure of 25,201. 

The Department of Defense decreased its total industrial employ- 
ment 3,248 from the December figure of 677,715 to the January 
figure of 674,467. 


The Department of the Army reported a decrease of 2,378 from the 


December figure of 229,939 to the January figure of 227,561. Inside 
continental United States Army industrial employment decreased 
2.827 and outside continental United States Army industrial em- 
ployment increased 449. 

Che Department of the Air Force reported an increase of 131 from 
the December figure of 165,146 to the January figure of 165,277. 


Inside continental United States Air Force industrial « nployment de- 


creased 350 and outside continental United States Air Force industrial 
employment increased 481.

The term ‘industrial employees” as used by the committee refers 
to unskilled, semiskilled, skilled, and supervisory employees paid 
by the Federal Government who are working on construction projects, 
such as airfields and roads, and in shipyards and arsenals. It does 


not include maintenance and custodial employees. 
MUTUAL DEFENSE ASSISTANCE PROGRAM

and IV who are assigned to the Mutual Defense Assistance Program 
by the State Department, and the component units of the Department 
of Defense together with their pay. 


FOREIGN NATIONALS 
See table VI, p. 11 


Table VI shows foreign nationals working under United States 
agencies overseas who are not included among personnel counted in 
any other table in this report and who are excluded from usual Federal 
personnel reporting because of the nature of their work or the source 
of the funds from which they are paid. This table was included in 
the report for the first time for the month of December 1953. In this 
and future personnel reports by the Joint Committee on Reduction of 
Nonessential Federal Expenditures they will be regarded as Federal 
employees to be counted along with but separate from regular 
employees.
